moneys and credits find their way to 
the tax duplicates? These statements 
appear m the legal opinion of Attor- 
ney-General SheetaL 


While the prime! object of the com- 


plainants is defeated by this decision, 
yet one thing has-been proved—i. e. 
that it ia only tangible property in 
Ohio that is today 'bearing the burden 
of tattium, and that the bulk of It is 
borne by real estate. • 


The amounts involved are also start- 


ling in their magnitude. According to 
official statistics the total value of 
manufacturers' articles and materials 
In five chief cities df the state—Cincni 
nati, Cleveland, Columbus, Toledo and 
Dayton—on hand January 1, 1900, was 
$56,683,784. The total amount listed 
for taxation in the1 entire state was 
only $157195,152, on a little more than 
25 per cent of the^Talue of the stock 
in the five cities named. From this it 
is deduced that this' class of property 
is taxed at 15 per cent of its true value 
in money. It is contended that ieal cs> 
tate is~taxed fif> p'ST'-Gent-Jot-ita value, 
although railway companies in their 
answer tried to show that this is ex- 
cessive, and that the figure is nearer 
30 per cent. The Taxpayers' League 
of Cincinnati, in reply to the railroads, 
asserted that In Hamilton County the 
valuation is from 60 to 125 per cent of 
its real value, and presented 100 indi- 
vidual cases m support of this claim, 
the owners agreeing to sell their prop- 
erty at or, below the assessed value. 


The complainants aver that railroad 


property is taxed at 21 per cent of its 
true value. ' The combined value is 
given at $117,000,000, which the com- 
plainants say is $500,000,000 less than 


listed by their owners, so that hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of millions of 
dollars escape their just levies.

State Board has fully vindicated the 
wisdom of the state convention in its 
declaration that taxation In Ohio was 
grossly unequal and unjust.

names of General Corbin, Assistant 
Stcietary Meiklejohn and Assistant 
Secretary Allen. J.Ia;or Hawkes men- 
tioned the name o£ Assistant Attor- 
ney General Boyd. As to the list of 
names of persons in his own hand- 
writing, Colonel Heistand thought he 
wrote the list as Havv'kes mentioned 
the names. "Witness broached the 
matter to General Corbin, who then 
seemed to think favorably of the prop- 
osition, but subsequently told witness 
he could not go inta the company. 


Colonel Heistand related his recol- 


lection of the "to whom it may con- 
cern" letter; how it was written and' 
how the signatures were obtained He 
said the letter did not contain the 
titles of Meiklejohn, Boyd and himself. 
This letter, he said, was not the same 
as that presented by Major Hawkes. 
Witness said he went to Hawkes and 
obtained the letter because it was 
being used in New York to indicate 
that government officials were promo- 
ters of the enterprise. "When he with- 
drew this letter from Major Hawkes' 
possession, witness had considered 
the hemp enterprise at an end. 


Senator Cockrell questioned Colo- 


nel Heistand closely regarding his re- 
lations with Hawkes after uie letter 
of introduction was taken from him 
Colonel Heistand said he had told 
Hawkes that he wanted nothing more 
to do with the hemp company. In a 
letter to Hawkes relative to sending 
him a pamphlet about Philippine du- 
ties, Colonel Heistand had used the 
expression, "Of course, the needs 6f 
the future will be met as develop- 
ments require."^ In response to Sen- 
ator Cockrell, witness said this had no 
reference to the hemp company, but 
to general conditions in the islands.

fer to pay for one month, and to far 
nish it without requiring the 
to sign'a contract. 


2. They are required to furiish gas 


either by meter or flat rate without 
the signing of a contract. 


If the company refuses to so furnish 


gas to any citizen I would be obliged if 
the facts were reported to me.
